Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on May 13, 
2009 has been entered. 

Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claim 1 
limitation that the heat conducting elements (11, 15, 17, 17.1, 17.2) each have an end 
that faces the hot side (5) of the nozzle body (3) that is disposed a distance from the hot 
side (5) of the nozzle body (3) is novel because the prior art does not teach this 
limitation. The support for this new claim limitation is in p. 6 lines 9-13 and Fig. 1 of the 
instant specification which illustrates the recited limitation. The heat conducting 
elements (see 1 8 in Fig. 2) in the closest prior art of Wells et al. (US 5,371 ,758) fully 
extend all of the way to the hot side of the nozzle body and do not leave a distance from 
the hot side. The benefit of positioning the heat conducting elements a distance from 
the hot side of the nozzle body is that by preventing contact with the metal melt, the 
present invention provides a structure that extends the useful life of heat conducting 
elements 11, 15, 17, 17.1 and 17.2.
